President Hafez Assad told 2

May get more Jewish 
votes than Nixon

WASHINGTON. — A Ford Ad- 
ministration official has predicted 
that President 


capture as much as 40 per cent 
of the American Jewish vote, a 
higher percentage than former Pre- 
sident Nixon had four years ago 
in his landslide victory over Senator 
George McGovern. 

In 1972, Nixon m: to win 
some 36 per cent of the American 
Jewish vote, an unusually high per- 
centage for a Republican candidate 
for the presidency. Most American 
Jews are Democrats, and during 
most presidential elections, the 
Democratic nominee can: usually ex- 
pect 80 per cent of the Jewish vote. 
McGovern, however, carried only 
about 65 per cent-of the Jewish 
vote, while Sen. Hubert Humphrey, 
in 1968, took around 80 per cent 
of the Jewish vote in his unsuccess- 
ful bid against Nixon. 

“I think the President could get 
gome 40 per cent of the Jewish 
vote this year depending on how 
things develop," the Administration 
official, who asked not to be iden- 
tified, told a small group of re- 
porters on Friday. He said that 
American Jews will determine their 
ballot this year on considerations 
of not only the candidates’ posi- 
tions on Israel and the Middle East, 
but on domestic U.S. considerations, 
especially the economy, and the per- 
sonalities of the two opponents. 

It has become apparent during re- 
cent days that both the Ford and 
Carter organizations have set their 
sights on capturing large portions 
of the Jewish vote, concentrated 
in the large imdustria] areas of the 
coumtry. The President's top poli- 
tical advisers are said to have con- 


eluded that the only chance Ford 
will have of winning an election 
against Carter — Ford 
staves: off a strong challenge dy 
Republican hopeful Ronald Reagan 
at the nominating convention In 
Kangas City In August — is tf he 
can carry some of these populated 
areas, 

In an apparent effort to win 
support from the American Jewish 
community, the President’s leading 
Jewish supporter and fund raiser, 
Max Fisher, the Detroit industrial- 
ist, brought in a delegation of some 
30 predominantly wealthy American 
Jewish leaders to the White House 
last Thursday evening for a meeting 
with the President. Many of the 
Jews invited to that session, which 
lasted for nearly two hours instead 
of the scheduled 45 minutes, were 
former supporters of Sen. Henry 
Jackson's unsuccessful bid to take 
the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. 

Although some two-thirds of the 
Jews present at the meeting were 
Democrats, Fisher is said to have 
been convinced that the President 
might be able to win their even- 
tual support. Four years ago, Fisher 
also tried to organize a Jews-for- 
Nixon organization, which included 
many Democrats. 

The meeting was destgned 
to demonstrate to the Jewish leaders, 
most of whom represented local 
Jewish organizations from around 
the country, that the President is 
@ firm supporter of Israel whocan 
be counted upon to continue that 
stand. Many of the participants 
said that they were pleased with 
the session.

Of the 
$275m. proposal, $175m. ls slated 
to be given to Israel as an outright 
grant, the remaining $100m., as in 
interest-paying loan. Egypt will re- 
ceive $100m., Jordan $60m. and 
Syria $15m., according to the Pre- 
sident’s final offer. 

Israel circles in Washington ap- 
peared satisfied with the President’s 
final decision. They pointed out that 
Israe] wil] be receiving massive aid 
during the fiscal 1976 year —— some 
$2.3b. — and another $1.8b. during 
the fiscal 1977 year. Considering the 
unpopularity of foreign aid in gen- 
eral, especially during an election 
year, this final proposal for Israel 
should be considered as sufficient, 
‘the Israel sources said. 

They noted that it would prove 
counterproductive to urge Israel's 
supporters in Congress to continue 
the fight with the Administration 
at this stage, and that the impor- 
tant thing now was for the Congress 
to quickly approve the pending ap- 
propriations bili.

‘Can’t let Maronites go under’ 


BONN. — Israel cannot tolerate a 
Lebanese compromise that would 
mean destruction of Lebanon's Ma- 
ronite Christian community, Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon said here on 
Friday. 

This was one of two things which 
Mr. Allon told reporters “cannot be 
tolerated" under a compromise in 
Lebanon: — “A destruction of the 
Maronite people on the one hand and 
permission for the PLO to operate 
against Israeli settlements across the 
border.” 

Allon noted that Israel had fol~ 
lowed πὶ policy of restraint towards 
the Lebanon crisis. But he warned 
that the conflict was more than a 
purely domestic affair and that, 
among other things, the fate of the 
country’s Maronite Christians was 
at stake, 

There was ἃ danger thet a com- 


promise solution under the inter- 
Arab expeditionary force in Le- 
banon might lead to Syria desert- 
ing the Maronites and to 
terms again with the radical Mos- 
lems. In order to satisfy the PLO 
the Syrians might then let the ter- 
rorists concentrate along certain 
areas close to Israel's border “and 
let them loose on Israel,” he said. 


There is “a limit to what Israel 
can tolerate, and this is the direct 
interest of Israel's security along 
its northern border." he warned.

ASHDOD. — The investigations 
committee of the Ashdod Labour 
Council on Friday recommended

At the Information 
Centre, the Palestinians claim that 
the Syrian security police have now 
formed a special squad which is 
touring the country confiscating 
powerful radios capable of picking 
up theirs and foreign transmigsions.

Financial differences hold up UAE union 


“The Assembly should form ao 
delegation to go and see each of 
the rulers and ask them who is 
paying how much," Abdel-Rahman 
Ahmed of Ras al-Khaimah insisted. 

But Finance Minister Hamdan 
Bin Rashid, son of the ruler of Du- 
bai, Sheikh Rashid Bin Said al- 
Maktoum, would not disclose the 
sources of federal revenue, although 
it was generally known that his fa- 
ther was last year the only ruler 
beside Sheikh Zaid of Abu Dhabi 
to contribute anything to the fede- 
ral budget. 

Members of the Assembly have 
been pressing for a permanent con- 
stitution which would require each 
state to contribute up to 75 per 
cent of its income to the federation. 
But the rulers do not appear to be 
willing to accept this. 

Sheikh Zaid announced last year 
that he was allocating half of Abu 
Dhabi's substantial income from oil 
to the federal budget but no one 
has yet followed his example. 

UAE states are as rich 
as Abu Dhabi, whose ofl income 
this year is expected to top £1,000m. 

Dubai, with a substantial income 
from oil, is having to borrow abroad 
to finance development projects 
worth over £1,500m. and Sharjan’s 
oil only started flowing last year.

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ARAB ZIGS AND ZAGS 


COMPLEXITY and surprise seem to follow hard upon the 
heels of earlier complexity and surprise in the convoluted 
Lebanese civil war and in the influence it has had on pan- 
Arab politics. First, Syria, the main prop of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, rushed in to save the Lebanese 
Christians with an attack — only partly successful — on the 
P.L.O. forces in Lebanon. Then Sadat’s Egypt, which earlier 
had fallen out with the P.L.O., saw its chance to restore its 
“Palestinian" credentials in the Arab world. It became the 
major supporter of the beleaguered forces of Arafat in 


Lebanon. 


Now under the aegis of King Khaled of Saudia, Syria and 
Egypt — after meetings in Riyadh last week — are trying to 
lay the groundwork for a reconciliation. 

In truth the politics of the Arab world, which are more 


like domestic polities than relations between states, 


have 


always been characterized by such sharp twists and turns. 
It thus becomes essential for Israel to be able to separate 


out surface 
trends in the Arab world, 


and zags from the deeper, more permanent, 


ἴῃ this regard the term “moderate,” which is being used 
to describe the newly forming bloc of Saudia, Kuwait, Egypt, 
Syria and Jordan, can be misleading. It may be moderate, 
when seen from Washington, in comparison with Libya and 
Iraq, whom the U.S. measures by their attitude to the Soviet 
Union, But it would be risky and premature to make use 
of the same term -to describe the attitude that can be 
expected to evolve among these countries to Israel. 

It is ironic but true that Israel must entertain much 
greater reservations and suspicions towards the ostensible 
“moderates” who comprise the Arab confrontation states 
than towards the extremists. For these are the states capable 


of inflicting military 


. The extremist states, with their 


incendiary rhetoric, are too far removed from our borders to 


pose a genuine threat.

ISRAEL PRESS = 


DAVAR (Histadrut) says the 
imeeting in Riyadh between Egypt 
and Syria has put an end to the rift 
between them. However, the paper 
does not foresee a continuing honey- 
moor. There are still differences of 
interest and even suspicion between 
the two regimes, and all that can be 
expected is a policy of limited coor- 
dination. However this will probably 
facilitate the imposition of a settle- 
ment in Lebanon and Jead to another 
round of political moves with regard 
to Israel, and Israel must be 


prepared for this. 


HATZOFEH (National Religious) 
holds that Dr. Kissinger, in an 
attempt to win Syria away from the 
Russians, will offer Damascus 
Israeli compromises. The Secretary 
of State is aiming for a pro-western 
Arab bloc based on Syria, Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia. The paper sees this 
development as contradicting Prime 
Minister Rabin's claim that the 
achievement of the Sinai accord was 
the splitting of the Arab world in 
general. The paper says, the coming 
together of Egypt and Syria has 
always spelt bad news for Israel. 

HA’ARETZ (independent) notes that 
the State Comptroller's report finds

propaganda. 

But when we were saying our 
farewells, my tape-recorder switch- 
ed safely off and our Rakah hosts 
momentarily out of hearing range, 
he whispered: ‘You scored some 
very good points in your argument.”

THE FOREIGN PRESS AND ISRAEL 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — Not for the first time, I find 
myself on both sides of an argument, 
as well as disagreeing with two 
colleagues in the foreign press corps. 
1. Francis Ofner’s contention 
(June 18) that a foreign correspon- 
dent must be concerned with the im- 
age of the country he works in is 
dangerous. “Image” is a concept of 
public relations or propaganda. That 
is not our business. We are concern- 
ed with news, interpretation and in- 
formed comment. if a government, 
an army or a police force does 
something which reflects badly on 
the country's reputation abroad, it 
cannot be our job to hush it up. It is 
surely for the authority concerned to 
weigh the impact before embarking 
on a particular course. It may decide 
that a good or bad press is of secon- 
dary importance. That is its 
Prerogative, but it is not for us to 
make the choice for it. 

2. Stewart Kellerman, the fairly 
new bureau manager of UPI, does 
the foreign press no service by ex- 
aggerating our genuine complaints 
to the point where he reduces them 
to absurdity (June 21). Mr. Keller- 


affairs correspondent has been 
banned from both Syria and Egypt 
for offending their respective 
presidents. By contrast, the last time 
any sanctions were taken against 
any foreign correspondent by Israel 
was in 1963, when a man broke cen- 
sorship and put the lives of an Israeli 
task force in jeopardy. Even then, he 
was not charged and was not expell- 
ed.
